FORESTRY SIGNS 
WILL BE POSTED 


Pinehot 
to 
Start 
Education 
Course lo Prevent 
Fires. 


Hundreds of signs will be 
posted 
conspicuously through the State for­ 
ests this summer by the Pennsylvania 
Dej& rtment of Forestry, according to 
an nnnhbnrctnent made here today by 
Gifford Pinehot, the State’s chief for- 
cster. 
The signs will 
be distributed 
along roads 
in all forests, and they 
will be large enough to bo read easily 
by motorists traveling thirty miles an 
hour. 
White letter®, will be painted on a 
dark green background on heavy sheet 
iron. 
Two inscriptions will appear on 
the signs. 
One will read, “Pennsyl­ 
vania 
State Forest. 
You are Wel­ 
come. 
Ile Careful With F ire .” 
The 
other type of sign will read, “Care­ 
lessness Destroyed This Forest. 
IL* 
Careful With F ire .” The latter sign 
will be posted at areas that have been 
burned over by forest fires. 
The 
signs 
vary in size, 
ranging 
from 8 ft. by 9 ft., to 30 in. by 36 
in. 
The largest signs will be distri­ 
buted 
along 
the 
State 
highways 
through the forests, and the smaller 
signs 
will 
be placed along 
woods, 
roads and trails where fast travel is 
impossible. The 
letters will 
vary 
from 3 in. to 9 in. in height. 
Commissioner Pinehot has a three­ 
fold idea in placing the signs:

will inform the public when State for­ 
est land is reached; they will invite
